NOMINATE  TODAY!  NOW! 
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GORDON  GILL  - A RARE  BREED  NUMISMATIST 
BY  JOHN  & NANCY  WILSON 

Arthur  Gordon  Gill  was  born  in  1902  and  passed  away  on  September 
7,  1985.  This  following  story  is  a small  tribute  to  one  of 
Wisconsin's  most  well  known  numismatic  personalities.  Quoting  the 
Gerald  "Gene"  Johnson  story  in  the  Kurt  Krueger,  Gordon  Gill  Auction 
Catalog:  "Gordon  became  interested  in  coin  collecting  at  the  age  of 

12  after  his  father  gave  him  a nice  large  cent.  After  graduating 
from  Marquette  University  he  went  to  work  for  Menges  drug  store  in 
Madison,  as  a Pharmacist  in  the  1920's.  He  became  known  as  the 
person  who  paid  extra  for  that  "old  coin."  Since  very  few  fixed  price 
lists  were  available  in  the  1920's,  and  1930's  he  used  the  Max  Mehl 
catalogs,  along  with  what  he  considered  to  be  fair  market  value,  to 
set  the  price  of  most  of  his  purchases.  In  the  1920's  Gordon  was 
fortunate  to  make  the  acquaintance  of  Reverend  Fred  Harris  of 
Madison.  The  Reverend  Harris  was  a nationally  known  numismatist 
who  specialized  in  Odd  and  Curious  medias  of  exchange.  For  five 
years  Gordon  met  with  Reverend  Harris  at  his  Hospital  Office  and 
exchanged  coins  and  information.  In  1932  Reverend  Harris,  Gordon 
Gill  and  several  other  persons  interested  in  coins  formed  The 
Madison  Coin  Club  - Wisconsin's  first  coin  club.  Gordon  was  also  a 
major  force  in  the  formation  of  the  Numismatists  of  Wisconsin 
(NOW)  which  formed  in  1960." 

Gordon,  as  he  liked  to  be  called  was  very  active  in  the  hobby  almost 
up  to  his  death.  This  hard  working  collector  was  a Past  President  of 
the  Numismatists  of  Wisconsin  and  the  Madison  Coin  Club.  These 
two  organizations  were  great  loves  of  his  and  he  spent  countless 
hours  working  in  any  capacity  he  could  to  make  them  better.  He 
received  many  awards  and  honors  during  his  lifetime,  but  he 
probably  was  most  proud  of  the  "Numismatic  Ambassador"  award 
presented  to  him  by  Chester  L.  Krause,  in  1981.  During  his  lifetime 
he  was  a Numismatic  Ambassador  to  the  highest  degree.  He  was 
well  versed  in  most  areas  of  numismatics  and  was  willing  to  share 
his  knowledge  with  anyone  of  any  age.  This  knowledge  of  the  hobby 
came  from  his  very  adequate  numismatic  library.  This  "rare  breed" 
numismatist  was  also  willing  to  sell  his  duplicates  at  little,  if  any 
profit.  How  many  collectors  or  dealers  do  you  know  who  would  be 
willing  to  do  this?  Whether  he  was  giving  an  educational  forum  at  a 
coin  club  meeting,  or  exhibiting,  he  was  ALWAYS  promoting  the 
hobby  somewhere.  You  could  say  Gordon  was  virtually  always  there 
when  a coin  show  was  held  "within  driving  distance  of  Madison."  He 
was  also  a District  Representative  for  the  American  Numismatic 
Association,  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin.  Nancy  and  I have  big  shoes 
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to  follow  as  we  are  both  presently  Wisconsin  ANA  District 
Representatives. 

Though  the  Gordon  Gill  collection  had  only  a few  rarities,  it  covered 
all  areas  of  the  globe  numismatically.  You  could  say  it  was  a "mini" 
T.  Harrison,  Robert  & John  Work  Garrett  collection.  This  fabulous 
collection  covered  everything  and  was  sold  by  the  order  of  Johns 
Hopkins  University,  by  the  Bowers  & Ruddy  Galleries  in  four 
sessions,  starting  in  1979.  The  family,  along  with  Gerald  "Gene" 
Johnson,  who  handled  Gordon's  collection,  selected  the  Kurt  R. 
Krueger  Numismatic  Auction  Corporation  located  in  lola,  Wisconsin 
and  Marlboro,  Massachusettes,  to  catalog  and  sell  the  collection. 

The  first  sale  was  held  on  April  11,  1987  in  conjunction  with  the 
very  popular  Michigan  State  Numismatic  Society  Convention,  in 
Lansing,  Michigan.  This  827  lot  sales  was  Kurt's  57th  and  covered 
most  areas  of  numismatics.  Due  to  a conflict  we  had  to  miss 
attending  this  sale  and  unfortunately  none  of  our  mail  bids  were 
successful.  We  later  heard  that  the  sale  was  well  attended  and  the 
prices  realized  dictate  it  was  a very  good  sale.  The  highlight  of  this 
very  diversified  auction  was  the  $4  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stella,  Proof 
55  (10/85)  lightly  polished  and  ANACS  Certified,  which  sold  for 
$22,500.  The  lowest  prices  realized  for  any  lot  in  this  sale  was  for 
a set  of  scrip  from  the  Canadian  Tire  Corporation  selling  for  $11.  A 
few  other  interesting  world  items  in  this  sale  were:  A rare  VF 

1657  Germany/Saxon  Double  Thaler  of  Johan  George  II  which 
realized  $825.  A 1904  Philippino  proof  set  sold  for  $660,  and  a very 
rare  33  piece  set  of  Sierra  Leone  Company  coins  realized  $8,085. 
The  sale  also  featured  high  grade  U.  S.  Coins  from  large  cents  to  high 
relief  gold  coins.  An  ANACS  (2/85)  1793  Wreath  Large  Cent  in  Fine 
sold  for  $1,000.  An  MS  64  Three  Cent  Nickel  sold  for  $825.  An  1880 
ANACS  (3/85)  Proof  65/65  Nickel  realized  $1,650.  A PCGS  1936 
Type  1 Nickel  in  Proof  65  realized  $1,375.  A full  head  MS  65  1929 
Quarter  lightly  toned  realized  $1,925.  Another  highlight  was  an 
1833  MS  64/65  Half  Dollar  with  graphic  peripheral  toning  which 
realized  $3,520.  A nicely  toned  Proof  65  1873  Half  Dollar  with 
Arrows  (only  600  struck)  sold  for  $1,980.  A 1939  MS  65  Half  listed 
as  having  very  exciting  multi-colored  hues  sold  for  $575.  A 1795 
Small  Eagle  variety  Fine  12  Silver  Dollar  realized  $880.  An  1893  CC 

Silver  Dollar  in  MS  64/65  with  very  attractive  russet  and  blue  tones 
sold  for  $3,135. 

A 1922  Grant  Memorial  Gold  Dollar,  No  Star  MS  64  (5,000  struck) 
realized  $2,090  with  no  opening  bid.  A 1915  S Pan-Pac  2 1/2  Dollar 
ANACS  MS  65/65  (4/84)  realized  $3,465.  An  1883  Gold  Dollar 
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ANACS  Proof  63/63  (2/84),  (207  pieces  struck),  sold  for  $4,180.  A 
Quarter  Eagle  1903  ANACS  MS  63/63  (4/84)  with  exceptional  Mint 
Bloom  realized  $1,540.  An  1858  Three  Dollar  Gold,  ANACS  MS  60/63 
(6/84)  (2,133  mintage),  realized  $4,840.  The  1860  Clark,  Gruber  & 
Co.  Pikes  Peak  Gold  ANACS  EF  40  (3/84)  sold  for  $1,540.  An  1873 
$10  Gold  ANACS  VF  20/20  (7/85),  (only  825  pieces  struck)  realized 
$2,530.  It  was  mentioned  that  this  very  important  coin  is  very  rare 
with  most  experts  agreeing  that  only  10  or  so  are  known  today.  Only 
one  business  strike  was  sold  at  auction  in  1986.  An  1855  O $20 
Gold  ANACS  EF  40/40  cleaned  (2/85),  (only  8,000  struck),  with  four 
offered  at  auction  in  1986  sold  for  $2,970.  A 1907  High  Relief 
Roman  Numerals  Wire  Rim  MS  60+  realized  $7,480.  An  1885  Proof 
Set  Cent  through  Morgan  (seven  pieces),  generally  Proof  63  nicely 
toned  original  set  realized  $6,875.  A 1937  above  average  Proof  Set 
sold  for  $2,640.  A Gem  1942  five  piece  set  sold  for  $1,210.  A nice 
selection  of  large  sized  paper  money  was  also  offered.  A $2 
Educational  Note  in  Ch  CU  sold  for  $1,320.  A Ch  CU  Bison  realized 
$550.  An  1875  CU  Lazy  Deuce  (Charter  #2304  Mass.),  realized  $716. 
A rare  Ch  CU  1929  $5  Type  2 (Charter  #13108  Minn.)  Serial  Numbers 
1 - 6 sold  for  $1,650.  This  sheet  was  hand  autographed  by  the 
signers.  All  the  aforementioned  prices  realized  include  the  10% 
buyers  fee. 

As  we  previously  stated  this  sale  had  something  for  everyone.  Many 
other  nice  high  grade  foreign  and  U.  S.  was  in  this  sale.  Since  the 
prices  realized  reflects  only  two  lots  were  withdrawn,  it  was  a 
well  graded  grouping  of  coins,  currency  and  other  items.  The  prices 
realized  also  reflects  that  almost  all  the  lots  were  sold  for  above 
the  opening  bids  which  indicates  there  was  strong  floor  and  book 
bidding.  For  the  type  coin  collector  and  the  dealer  in  foreign  coins 
this  sale  is  a "must  have"  for  your  library.  Kurt  did  an  excellent  job 
both  for  the  Gill  family  and  collector/dealer,  with  this  very  nicely 
cataloged  auction  sale. 

The  Second  Auction  Sale  of  the  Gordon  Gill  Collection  was  sold  in 
conjunction  with  the  Numismatists  of  Wisconsin  (NOW)  Convention 
in  Eau  Claire,  Wisconsin  on  May  2 - 3,  1987.  This  200  lot  sale  which 
took  place  on  Sunday  afternoon  featured  an  outstanding  grouping  of 
Wisconsin  paper  money,  medals,  exonumia,  letters,  civil  war  items, 
philatelic  covers,  and  other  rare  and  desirable  merchandise.  This 
will  be  a landmark  "Wisconsin  Sale"  for  years  to  come.  For 
collectors  of  Wisconsin  obsolete  notes  this  is  a must  catalog  to 
have  in  your  library.  Many  rare  and  desirable  notes  were  included  in 
this  sale.  I could  see  everyone  shaking  their  heads  back  in  forth  in 
disbelieve,  as  lot  after  lot  commanded  very  good  prices.  A $5,  $5, 
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$10  and  $20  Bank  of  the  Fox  River  Hydraulic  Company  DePere,  Wl. 
remainders  (all  Ch  XF)  realized  $120,  $80,  $250,  and  $375 
respectively.  A 1902  Serial  #16  Elkhorn,  Wl.  $10  Red  Seal  in  Ch  VF 
sold  for  $425,  to  a local  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin  National  Bank  note 
Collector  who  loves  our  States  notes  as  much  as  our  #1  National 
collector  Monte  Sherwyn.  The  uncirculated  1,  1,  2,  3 and  5,  5,  5,  10 
Dollar  sheets  from  the  Bank  of  Wisconsin  Green  Bay  sold 
respectively  for  $420  and  $450.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  it 
wasn't  too  many  years  ago  that  Fox  Valley  had  about  30  of  the  5,  5, 
5,  10  sheets,  and  was  selling  them  for  $15  to  $25  each.  This  price 
didn’t  last  to  long  after  he  found  out  the  sheet  was  scarce.  He 
informed  me  recently  that  he  only  had  one  or  two  left  from  that 
small  hoard.  Those  sheets  must  have  been  dispersed  very  nicely  as 
we  have  seen  very  few  for  sale  in  the  past  10  years.  The  lower 
denomination  sheet  is  tougher  to  find  than  the  higher.  Other 
National's  and  their  prices  were:  $50  1929  Type  1 Lake  Geneva  in  XF 
for  $87;  A $10  and  $20  Uncirculated  1882  Wisconsin  NB  of 
Milwaukee  Brown  Backs  realizing  $208  each;  A $5  1929  Type  1 
Security  NB  of  Sheboygan  in  Uncirculated  sold  for  $54;  A $10  1902 
Date  Back  in  VG  from  the  FNB  of  Shullsburg  sold  for  $70;  and  finally 
a $5  1882  Value  Back  in  bold  Fine  from  the  FNB  of  Stoughton  selling 
for  $202. 

The  bargain  of  the  sale  were  the  three  $5  Bank  of  the  Fox  River 
Hydraulic  Company  notes  payable  at  the  Philadelphia  Loan  Company. 
The  first  one  was  the  nicest  in  Choice  VF  and  it  realized  $120.  The 
second  one  was  in  Fine  condition  and  realized  $90,  and  the  last  one 
was  in  Very  Fine  condition  and  realized  $180.  The  reason  the  last 
one  went  so  high  was  because  I tried  "harder"  to  get  it,  but  not  hard 
enough.  One  Wisconsin  collector  who  I talked  to  after  the  sale  told 
me  one  was  on  the  Christian  Blom  fixed  price  list  recently  for 
around  $700.  This  same  collector  outbid  me  on  the  last  one,  and 
ended  up  with  two  of  them.  I guess  I will  try  to  talk  him  out  of  one 
(for  a price),  before  this  story  goes  to  press.  I recently  did  see 
Blom's  note  at  a Milwaukee  Convention  and  it  was  priced  at  $475  and 
was  in  XF  condition.  Nancy  & I are  kicking  ourselves  that  we  didn't 
get  one  of  these  very  scarce  notes  from  the  auction  sale.  A $1 
Hemensway  Bank  of  Deposit  from  Milwaukee  (1849),  in  fine  sold  for 
$220.  A scarce  1840  Mineral  Point  $50  Plain  Back  in  XF  sold  for 
$400.  I found  out  later  this  is  quite  a rare  and  elusive  note  of  the 
two  types  known,  from  the  Mineral  Point  Bank.  An  unissued  $5 
Miners  Bank  of  Dubuque,  Wisconsin  Territory  in  Fine  with  tape 
attached  realized  $272.  A $5  VF  Chippewa  Bank,  Pepin  sold  for 
$130.  This  is  a relatively  high  grade  for  this  note,  which  usually 
comes  in  VG  condition  or  worse.  A $5  Geneva  High  School  Bank 
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unissued  note,  circa  1870,  in  VF  realized  $80.  An  1882  $5  BB  CH 
#6015  (Wl)  in  Ch  VF  sold  for  a bargain  price  of  $80.  A .10  Bank  of 
Madison  1862  Guaranteed  Merchants  Association  unissued  scrip  note 
in  XF,  sold  for  $188.  Three  Mineral  Point  1840  Plain  Back  notes  a $5 
in  F-VF  for  $16,  a $10  in  XF  for  $25  and  $20  in  XF  for  $35  were  in 
the  ballpark  for  what  they  usually  sell  for.  An  1861  $1  Batavian 
Bank  of  La  Crosse  unissued  with  heavy  water  stains  sold  for  $100. 
A $2  is  also  available  from  this  bank.  A .5  circa  1855  Knapp,  Stout 
& Co.  Barron  Co.  Prairie  Farm  unissued  scrip  note  sold  for  $106.  We 
receive  many  price  lists  from  around  the  country  and  it  appears  that 
all  Wisconsin  State  Bank  notes  as  well  as  scrip  issues  have  jumped 
up  considerably  from  a year  or  two  ago. 

Some  of  the  1933  Depression  Scrip  and  their  prices  realized  were 
$1  City  of  De  Pere  Bearer  Order  in  Uncirculated  for  $20;  City  of 
Milwaukee  Tax  Redemption  Note's  both  $1  Denomination,  Series  A - 
1937  in  Fine  $54  and  Series  F - 1942  in  Fine  for  $50;  A set  of  Rice 
Lake  Scrip  (missing  the  $1),  in  VF  to  XF  realized  $20;  A $1,  $5,  $10 
and  $20  State  of  Wisconsin  Bank  Scrip  in  XF  sold  for  $8,  $24,  $30 
and  $35  respectively.  Very  little  Depression  Scrip  is  common  and  in 
the  opinion  of  advanced  collectors  underpriced.  For  a very 
reasonable  price  you  can  add  the  Shafer/Mitchell  Standard  Catalog 
of  Depression  Scrip  of  the  1930's  to  your  library.  This 
comprehensive  work  will  pay  for  itself  if  you  find  one  scarce  note, 
or  better  yet,  one  that  isn't  included  in  it.  A Grant  County,  Sinipee 
1844  note  in  XF  sold  for  $86  through  the  mail.  This  George  Smith 
"Spurious"  note  on  the  Marine  & Fire  Insurance  Company  probably 
caused  a lot  of  problems  back  in  Territorial  Wisconsin.  Included 
with  this  story  is  a listing  of  29  States  and  the  dates  they  became  a 
Territory  and  a State.  An  1841  $100  Territory  of  Wisconsin  Bond 
unissued  cut  cancelled  paying  7%  realized  $140.  A rare  Wiskonsan 
$56  Auditors  Office  Warrant  in  F-VF  realized  $270.  Two  very  nice 
$5  1842  Treasurer  Office  Warrants  in  VF  and  XF  at  $140  and  $300 
seemed  to  be  too  low  as  I have  seen  these  sell  for  around  $500  each. 
Three  1842  Territorial  Warrants,  one  a $6  in  VF  Cut  Cancelled 
(center  piece  missing)  at  $230  (Now  in  the  Wilson  Collection);  a 
$9.09  in  VF  at  $350;  and  a $20  in  XF  sold  for  $400  through  the  mail. 
All  three  of  these  notes  are  RRR  meaning  Rare,  Rare  & Rare  and 
should  have  realized  more  money.  We  can  only  philosophize  that 
people  don't  know  what  they  are  and  that  affected  the  price. 

Now  for  the  final  remaining  stock  of  Gordon  Gill  uncirculated 
remainder  sheets.  Gordon  was  the  collector  who  discovered  the 
hoard  of  Watertown  and  Waupun  sheets.  Information  will  probably 
never  come  out  on  how  many  of  the  sheets  were  in  his  collection.

Bill  of  Rights 


When  it  comes  to  sincere  concern  for  the  fundamental  rights  of  numismatic 
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Even  with  the  hoard  hanging  over  the  heads  of  both  the  collectors 
and  dealers  prices  were  always  strong  for  them.  It  is  the  hope  of 
Nancy  and  myself  that  the  story  of  these  sheets  will  someday  be 
published  in  NOW  News.  Back  in  the  1960's  to  the  early  1980's, 
Gordon  was  selling  these  for  anywhere  from  $15  to  $37.50  a sheet 
to’  close  friends,  or  collectors  who  needed  one.  We  didn’t  realize 
that  he  had  the  Summit  Bank,  Oconomowoc  $2  and  $3  sheet  until  the 
Auction.  All  the  sheets  went  for  very  good  prices,  as  did  the 
majority  of  the  individual  notes,  from  these  same  banks.  The  six 
1859  Summit  Bank,  Oconomowoc  sheets  averaged  about  $100  a 
sheet.  The  Corn  Exchange  Bank,  Waupun  $1,  $2,  $3  and  $5  sheets 
fared  just  as  well  as  the  two  subject  Summit  sheets.  The  nine 
sheets  (one  four  sheet  lot  and  two,  two  sheet  lots)  averaged  about 
$100  a sheet.  Considering  that  the  collector  was  taken  out  of  the 
larger  lots  these  realized  very  nice  prices.  The  individual  $1,  $2,  $3 
and  $5  notes  averaged  between  $17  and  $25  each  with  the  popular  $2 
and  $3  averaging  the  higher  prices.  The  Bank  of  Watertown  $1 , $2, 
$3  and  $5  also  did  very  well.  The  14  Watertown  sheets  averaged 
almost  a hundred  a sheet  and  considering  their  was  a five,  three  and 
two,  two  sheet  lots  that  wasn't  bad.  The  few  individual  notes  on 
Watertown  for  sale  (no  lazy  five)  averaged  between  $25  and  $33  a 
note.  A cut  sheet  sold  for  $106.  We  will  mention  that  the  Summit, 
Waupun  and  Watertown  remainder  sheets  are  very  ornate,  colorful 
and  have  beautiful  vignettes  on  them.  Some  Milwaukee  collectors 
wanted  us  to  get  them  a sheet  from  Watertown  and/or  Waupun  and 
we  ended  up  with  none.  I sat  next  to  Tom  Snyder  and  he  was  just  as 
frustrated  as  we  were,  as  the  sheets  realized  fairly  strong  prices, 
considering  how  many  were  in  the  sale.  Well  collectors  and/or 
dealers  if  you  want  one  of  them  now,  get  ready  to  pay  at  least  $150 
to  $200  a sheet. 

Rare  NOW  silver  overstrikes  from  1964  to  1976  realized  around  $20 
to  $25  each.  Three  Wisconsin  Commems  in  MS  60+,  63  and  63+ 
respectively  sold  for  $178,  $173  and  $198.  A Gale  Highsmith 

massive  1968  Milwaukee  Numismatic  Society  400  Meetings  Set 
(Bronze,  Vermiel  and  Silver)  realized  $65.  Historical  Wisconsin 

paper  items  proved  to  be  very  popular  in  this  sale.  Civil  War 
patriotic  letters  and  covers  left  the  Philatelic/Numismatic/Civil 
War  Collectors  drooling.  An  1861  Albion/Kenosha  letter  and 
envelope  which  was  very  ornate  realized  $65.  An  Avoca,  Wl.  1865 
cover  sold  for  $35.  An  1862  First  Regiment  Wisconsin  Calvary  cover 
realized  $170.  Sn  1848  Morrow/White  Stage  Coach  Line  receipt 
with  Juneau  (founder  of  Milwaukee)  as  passenger  sold  for  $160.  A 
circa  1862  cover  with  Cannon  and  Flag  from  Madison  to  Fox  Lake 
realized  $80.  An  1889  G.  A.  R.  heavy  paper  ad  requesting  you  visit 
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the  Great  Historical  Panorama  - General  Grant's  Assault  on 
Vicksburg  in  Milwaukee  realized  $50.  Two  1890  Milwaukee  Trade 
Cards  - One  with  two  Black  Minstrels  and  the  other  with  Mule  Team 
pulling  Dead  Steer  realized  $35  and  $30  respectively.  An  1898 
Schlitz  Brewing  Co.  Advertising  Cover  cellebrating  Wisconsin's  50th 
Anniversary  sold  for  $50.  A 1902  Yahr  & Lange  Drug  Co.  cover  with 
Fair  view  realized  an  incredible  $100.  An  1847  Racine  Anti  Slavery 
Sentiments  letter  & envelope  sold  for  $150.  A J.  I.  Case  circa  1868 
Racine  Thrashing  Machine  Works  envelope  realized  $110  and  finally 
an  18453  Southport,  Wl.  Territorial  letter  from  Josiah  Bond  a 
Wisconsin  lawyer  sold  for  $160.  All  the  prices  realized  listed  from 
the  NOW  Eau  Claire,  Wl  sale  do  not  include  the  10%  buyers  fee.  This 
second  sale  consisted  mostly  of  Wisconsin  Paper  Items  that  brought 
for  the  most  part  terrific  prices.  The  prices  realized  show  that  not 
one  item  was  withdrawn  for  lack  of  interest.  This  sale  of 
Wisconsin  items  will  be  a great  reference  for  years  to  come.  You 
can  see  from  his  Wisconsin  collection  that  Gordon  loved  Territorial 
items  and  collected  all  types  of  "Paper  Items."  I will  now  mention 
that  the  epitaph  written  for  Gordon  Gill  by  Gerald  "Gene"  Johnson  in 
the  front  of  both  the  MSNS  & NOW  sales  was  very  nice.  I would 
recommend  that  anyone  who  doesn't  have  these  sales  write  to  Kurt 
Krueger  requesting  copies  including  the  prices  realized.  Make  sure 
you  ask  Kurt  the  price  of  the  catalogs  & PR  with  your  request. 

Besides  the  many  diversified  and  interesting  items  in  the  previously 
mentioned  sales  Gordon  had  a great  love  for  Odd  and  Curious  items. 
He  loved  to  exhibit  his  Stone  Money  from  Yap,  along  with  his  other 
primitive  money.  His  Stone  Money  was  ex  Ralph  "Curly"  Mitchell  to 
Gordon  Gill  now  Charles  J.  Opitz.  Since  this  Yap  money  was 
prominently  displayed  in  his  living  room  Nancy  & I feel  it  was  his 
pride  and  joy.  His  collection  of  primitive  money  was  outstanding 
and  included  many  rare  and  scarce  items.  Some  of  the  items  were  a 
very  scarce  Money  Tree  from  Japan,  Swedish  Plate  Money  and  a high 
grade  Ming  Dynasty  Note  (Emperor  Hung  Wu  1368-99  AD),  which  is 
considered  to  be  the  earliest  collectible  paper  money.  His  fabulous 
collection  of  primitive  money  was  put  up  for  bid  with  three  of  the 
biggest  collectors  hoping  to  be  the  successful  bidder.  The 
successful  bidder  was  Charles  Opitz  who  now  resides  in  Florida.  Mr. 
Opitz  is  also  the  author  of  a book  on  Odd  and  Curious  money.  This 
book  is  inexpensive  and  we  recommend  it  for  your  library. 

Gordon's  library  covered  all  areas  of  the  hobby  and  was  especially 
strong  in  auction  catalogs.  Gordon  was  a rare  student  of  the  hobby 
and  made  many  notes  throughout  his  auction  catalogs  for  lots  he 
was  interested  in  and  for  reference  later.  He  also  had  a nice  library 
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of  Numismatic  books  that  was  sold  individually  to  various 
collectors  throughout  the  State.  Though  his  library  didn't  take  up 
rooms  full  of  book  shelf  space  it  covered  all  areas  of  the  hobby. 
Nancy  and  I were  fortunate  to  be  high  bidder  for  his  auction  catalogs 
as  well  as  a few  books,  which  we  will  treasure  as  much  as  Gordon 
did.  Gordon  also  had  tokens  and  medals  including  the  rare  Hudson 
Bay  Set.  All  of  these  items  were  sold  to  various  collectors  around 
the  State  or  elsewhere. 

Gordon  loved  to  share  his  knowledge  and  collection  with  others 
during  his  lifetime.  At  a Spring  Coin  Show  in  Milwaukee  in  1978  I 
mentioned  to  Gordon  that  I needed  a Waupun  Sheet  and  if  he  had  any 
available  to  please  send  it  to  me.  Well,  it  wasn't  to  long  that  I 
received  an  invoice  for  $35  dated  5/9/78  enclosed  with  the  sheet. 
Del  Bertschy  was  there  when  I asked  him  and  he  later  told  me  that 
he  had  received  not  only  the  Waupun  but  also  the  Watertown  sheet 
for  the  same  price  of  $35  each  that  I paid.  Nancy  and  I enjoyed 
talking  to  Gordon  at  the  Madison,  Milwaukee,  State  Conventions  and 
other  club  shows  held  around  the  State.  I remember  sharing  some 
knowledge  with  Gordon  on  the  Ming  Dynasty  Notes  and  remembering 
how  happy  he  was  to  get  it.  Nancy  and  I would  venture  to  say  that 
Gordon  dispensed  more  information  then  he  received.  He  was  truly 
one  of  Wisconsin's  most  distinguished  and  well  known  numismatists 
who  was  liked  by  everyone.  Gordon,  along  with  17  other  Wisconsin 
Numismatists,  were  honored  to  have  there  name  engraved  on  the 
reverse  of  the  Official  Milwaukee  ANA  95th  Convention.  Portrayed 
on  the  obverse  were  three  prominent  Wisconsin  Numismatists.  This 
was  the  very  first  time  the  ANA  has  ever  placed  names  on  the 
Official  Convention  Medal.  Nancy  and  I know  that  Clara,  as  well  as 
the  rest  of  the  Gill  family,  were  extremely  thrilled  to  have  this 
great  honor  bestowed  on  Gordon. 

At  a recent  Milwaukee  Coin  Show  I was  handed  a box  full  of  nice 
coins  and  a set  of  early  Numismatic  Scrapbooks.  Gene  Johnson  told 
me  that  this  box  of  items  worth  several  hundred  dollars  was  for 
Young  Numismatist  or  Boy  Scout  programs.  Gene  told  me  that  Gordon 
loved  to  help  young  collectors  and  giving  this  box  of  coins,  for  these 
groups,  is  exactly  what  he  would  have  done  if  he  were  alive.  I 
agreed  with  him  and  accepted  the  box  on  behalf  of  the  YN  & Boy 
Scout  activities.  A few  of  the  items  were  used  for  the  YN  program 
at  that  show  and  the  scrapbooks  were  traded  for  other,  more  modern 
books  that  were  given  at  the  MNS  Boy  Scout  Merit  Badge  Clinic  in 
1987.  Throughout  this  story  you  will  find  a few  photos  and  these 
are  through  the  courtesy  of  Gene  Johnson. 
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You  can  say  that  through  the  hard  work  of  Gene  Johnson,  the  Gordon 
Gill  collection  was  disposed  of  in  a very  meticulous  manner,  to  the 
benefit  of  both  the  Gill  Estate  and  the  Collector  and  or  Dealer 
nationwide.  The  Kurt  R.  Krueger  Auction  Firm  with  ties  to  the 
Rarities  Group  did  an  absolutely  great  job  in  cataloging  this  very 
nice  and  diversified  collection.  Kurt  and  his  staff  went  overboard  to 
make  sure  that  the  sale  realized  the  highest  bids  possible.  You  can 
say  that  many  collectors  or  dealers  nationwide  probably  have  an 
item  from  the  Gill  Estate  in  their  collection('s).  He  was  a great 
Numismatic  Ambassador  and  collector  of  the  highest  degree  and  will 
be  missed  greatly  by  all  his  many,  many  friends,  his  wife  Clara  and 
his  family.  This  true  gentlemen  collector  was  like  Will  Rogers  and 
he  never  met  a man  (or  young  collector)  he  didn't  like  (or  help). 
Gordon  did  more  than  his  fair  share  of  numismatic  exhibiting, 
educating,  leading  or  presiding,  speaking  and  helping  others  while  on 
this  here  earth  and  his  memory  will  live  forever  in  the  two  Kurt  R. 
Krueger  Auction  Catalogs  of  his  collection.

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ST.  JOHN'S  MILITARY 

ACADEMY  AND  IT  1 S MEDALS 

By  Fred  Borgmann  - WNWA 

About  one  year  ago  a 
dealer  at  a Milwaukee  gun 
and  militaria  show  offered 
me  two  gold  student's  medals 
from  the  St.  John's  Military 
Academy  in  Delafield,  Wis- 
consin. At  the  time  I passed 
saying  that  school  medals 
were  beyond  the  scope  of  my 
collecting.  All  was  forgot- 
ten until  last  August  when, 
while  looking  through  a sm- 
all antiques  mall  I spotted 
a gold  medal  in  a very  crow- 
ded case  which  turned  out  to 
be  another  St.  John's  stud- 
ent medal.  After  a ten  min- 
ute search  by  two  clerks,  a 
key  to  the  case  was  finally 
found,  and  out  came  the  gold 
medal  with  a fifteen  dollar 
price  tag!  Since  the  medal 
was  not  hallmarked,  the  dea- 
ler who  owned  the  piece  must 
not  have  realized  that  the 
medal  was  made  of  gold.  When 
I got  home,  a specific  grav- 
ity test  showed  it  to  be 
about  14  karat,  or  .550  fine 
gold. 

Next,  a little  research 
revealed  St.  John's  M.A.  to 
be  more  than  just  another 
militarized  boarding  school 
where  the  rich  folks  sent 
their  kids.  In  his  five  vol- 
ume set,  WISCONSIN.  (1946), 
Fred  L.  Holmes  describes  the 
academy  which  was  opened  in 
1884,  "as  a military  school 


of  the  first  class,  inspec- 
ted annually  by  officers 
from  the  General  Staff  at 
Washington  and  being  contin- 
ually awarded  the  War  Depar- 
tment's designation  as  an 
Honor  School  which  is  ac- 
credited to  West  Point  and 
Annapolis . "

Even  more  impressive  is 
Holmes'  statement  that  St. 
John's  M.A.  graduates  "qual- 
ify for  the  rank  of  second 
lieutenant  of  infantry  in 
the  Officer's  Reserve  Corps, 
Army  of  the  United  States." 
Preceeding  Holmes  in  1914, 
Ellis  B.  Usher  wrote  in  his 
eight  volume  set  WISCONSIN 
IT'S  STORY  and  BIOGRAPHY." 
"the  governor  of  Wisconsin 
is  by  law,  authorized  to  is- 
sue to  every  graduate  of 
this  school  a commission  as 
second  lieutenant  in  the  un- 
organized militia  of  the 
state.  These  commissions  are 
received  by  the  graduates 
every  year  and  are  highly 
prized . "

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Such  official  recognit- 
ion clearly  places  the  med- 
als of  St.  John's  M.A.  with- 
in the  scope  of  a Wisconsin 
military  medal  collection. 
Remembering  the  two  medals 
that  I turned  down  last  year 
I contacted  the  dealer  who 
luckily  still  had  the  medals. 

The  following  three  med- 
als are  known  to  exist.  Whe- 
ther or  not  they  are  unique 
and  if  they  are  just  the  tip 
of  the  proverbial  iceberg 
remains  to  be  seen.

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THE  FORGOTTEN 
By  Gene  Johnson  - WNWA 

Late  in  the  year  1986, 

J thirty  three  years  after  the 
•fact,  and  with  very  Tittle 
Jfan  fare,  initial  steps  were 
taken  to  recognize  the  mill- 
ion American  veterans  of  the 
Korean  conflict. 

Due  to  its  cronologic 
timeslot,  the  Korean  "Police 
: Action",  an  unpopular  un- 
declared war,  will  never 
rmatch  the  emotional  media 
levels  of  our  nations  Viet- 
nam envolvement,  and  conse- 
quently, while  hundreds  of 
different  medals,  tokens, 
protest  pinbacks  and  other 
exonumia  collectables  of  the 
Vietnam  experience  exist, 
very  little  material  of  the 
Korean  conflict  of  1950-1953 
seems  to  have  been  produced. 

Numismat ically  speaking, 

; the  North  and  South  Korean 
coins  of  the  era  are  easy  to 
assemble,  but  the  amount  of 
exonumia  available  to  the 
collector  is  small.  Perhaps 
the  most  notable  is  the 
medal  struck  to  remember  the 
ignominious  postwar  capture 
of  the  U.S.  intelligence 
ship  Pueblo  by  the  North  Ko- 
rean Navy.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  Pueblo's 
crew,  held  hostage  by  the 
North  Korean  communists  and 
their  Chinese  allies,  did 
not  create  the  national  sca- 
ndals that  surround  the 
1980's  hostage  delimas. 


Most  of  the  remaining 
Korean  conflict  exonumia, 
with  the  exception  of  the 
military  payment  paper  money, 
is  in  the  form  of  low  key 
military  unit  and  non  comm- 
issioned officer  club  tokens. 
In  fact,  everything  about 
the  Korean  conflict  seemed 
to  be  low  key,  even  the  Dis- 
abled American  Veterans 
(DAV)  pressure  for  the  cre- 
ation of  a national  veterans 
monument , which  took  over  30 
years  to  accomplish. 
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The  conflict  itself  was 
far  from  low  key,  the  commu- 
nist forces,  armed  primarily 
with  ultra  modern  Russian 
tanks,  planes  and  weapons, 
were  more  than  a match  for 
American  and  other  United 
Nations  forces  in  the  rugged 
Korean  terrain. 

The  relatively  short 
"war"  pitted  United  Nations 
forces,  propped  up  by  the 
United  States,  against  comm- 
unist North  Koreans,  propped 
up  by  Russia  and  the  Repub- 
lic of  China.  In  a time  span 
one  fourth  the  length  of  the 
Vietnam  "war",  more  than  54, 
000  Americans  died  in  battle 
and  another  100,000  were 
wounded.  The  body  count,  eq- 
ual to  the  12  year  Vietnam 
"war"  attests  to  the  furiou- 
sity  of  the  conflict,  which 
ended  in  a no  winner  stand- 
off. 

When  the  hostilities  ce- 
ased and  the  American  pris- 
oners of  the  Korean  con- 


flict returned,  a staggering 
8,566  men  were  missing  in 
action,  (MIA),  a full  three 
times  as  many  as  the  highly 
publicized  MIA  total  from 
the  Vietnam  "war".

Turkish  handbook  illustrates 
multi-national  aspect  of 
Korean  conflict. 
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The  "official"  Korean 
veteran  memorial  will  no 
doubt  generate  new  medals 
and  tokens . A twelve  member 
federal  advisory  board  has 
been  appointed  to  select  a 
site,  and  seek  two  and  one 
half  million  dollars  in  do- 
nations to  supplement  one 
million  dollars  in  federal 
funds  for  the  construction 
of  the  memorial. 

Medal ic  rememberances 
(souvenir  medals)  have  often 
been  used  in  the  past  during 
fund  raising,  and  are  favor- 
ite rewards  for  doners  and 
contributors . 


One  of  three  types  of  17th 
infantry  tokens  of  the  Kor- 
ean conflict,  the  buffalo 
represents  the  units  nick- 
name, "The  Buffalos".  The 
1812  is  the  year  the  17th 
infantry  was  supposed  to 
have  been  founded.  (Actually

Those  of  us  who  were  in 
combat  in  Korea  echo  the 
words  of  Congressman  James 
Florio,  co-sponsor  of  the 
memorial  bill.  Florio  said: 

"We  have  forgotten  those  men 
and  women,  the  million  Amer- 
icans who  were  sent  on  that 
long  trip  west,  and  the  many 
thousands  that  never  came 
back.  It  is  a tragedy  that 
the  thousands  of  survivors 
of  American  war  dead  and  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  of 
U.S.  military  survivors  feel 
that  they  are  the  'forgotten 
veterans'  of  Americas  past." 


PUSAN  KOREA  SERVICE 
CLUB  TOKEN 

In  a paralelling  memor- 
ial effort,  noted  sculptor 
Felix  de  Weldon,  will  build 
another  Korean  veteran  mon- 
ument in  Los  Angeles,  Cal. 

Weldon  is  the  designer 
of  the  famous  Iwo  J ima  mem- 
orial in  Washington  D.C.  The 
5 million  dollar  Los  Angeles 
project,  financed  entirely 
by  donations,  will  show  15 
soldiers  fighting  in  the 
snow  and  bitter  cold  at  the 
Chosin  Reservoir.  The  15  so- 
ldiers represent  the  15,000 
Marines  who  held  off  120,000 
Chinese  troops  while  making 
their  escape  to  sea. 
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The  prominance  of  the 
sculptor,  and  the  magnitude 
of  the  fund  raising  project, 
should  mean  a number  of  col- 
lectable medals  and  tokens 
will  be  struck  to  stimulate 
donations .
